If all’ goes as planned, 
Fallen Leaf Park will soon 
be the newest addition to 
the city’s public open space 
system. 

The Camas City Council 
last night authorized Camas 
Mayor Paul Dennis to sign 
a purchase and sale agree- 
ment for the 55 acre prop- 
erty. 

The city is buying the site, 
located at Northwest 23rd 
Avenue and Birch Street, 
for $2.05 million from Koch 
RP Holdings I, LLC. Koch 
Industries, Inc. has owned 
the Georgia-Pacific Camas 
paper mill since 2005. 

A recent appraisal paid for 
by the city put the value at 
$2 million. 

To complete the purchase, 
Camas is tapping funding
